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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of claims 1-10 is the claim 1 limitation that 0.45 < b/a and that 2.3 < dp/dn < 7, in 
combination with all the other claim limitations in total; and the claim 2 limitation that 0.45 < 
b/a and that 0.3 <da/dn < 1 .7, in combination with all the other claim limitations in total. The 
primary reason for allowance of claims 1 1-1 5 is the claim 1 1 limitation for a stop located in an 
air space that contacts the positive lens component, in combination with all the other claim 
limitations in total. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
